Central Lake gr: 
dies in Olympic Trials

CENTRAL LAKE — 
Ryan Shay, a 1997 graduate 
of Central Lake High 
School and 11-time state 
champion in cross country 
and track for the Trojans, 
suffered a cardiac arrest, 
collapsed and died at the 5.5 
mile mark of the Olympic 
Trials marathon in New 
York on Saturday morning, 
Nov. 3. He was 28. 

Ryan’s parents still have 
an East Jordan mailing ad- 
dress, and Ryan recently. 
purchased property in East 


Jordan. He was often quoted 


as saying that the Jordan 
Valley was his favorite place 
to run. 

Ryan’s father, Joe Shay, 
said that on the starting line 
of the race on Saturday, 
Ryan told a fellow competi- 
tor that he wished he-was 
back in Michigan, and if he 
had his way, he’d be going 
back.

Public Occupied BOYNE CITY — The city conducted a parking study that 
268 concludes that “even at peak periods there appears to be park- 
ing available downtown,” and that it “appears there is suffi- 

cient parking to support additional growth downtown.” 
The city study was conducted to gather information as part 

of city planning, said Scott McPherson, city planner. 

Some residents and downtown businesses are concerned 
about a lack of parking downtown. The concern arose be- 
’ cause the city waived ordinance-required construction of park- 
ing spaces for the One Water Street developers. City zoning 
- ordinance, Article 24, requires developers and business own- 
ers to provide a certain number of parking spaces to accom- 
modate new residences and shops. But the city planning com- 
Private Occupied mission has the authority to waive that ordinance requirement. 
101 The study was conducted from July 24-Aug. 31 for a total 


The study included private as well as public parking spaces. . 


The area counted encompassed Lake and State streets, down 
to Pine Street and then from the waterfront out to East Street, 


McPherson said. 


During the count period, Front Street was under construc- 
tion, 220 Lake Street was undergoing renovation and Garrett’s 


Restaurant was closed. 


The average of all counts shows that 268, or 47 percent, of 
the 574 public spaces were occupied, and 101, or 28 percent, 
of the 361 private spaces were occupied. The total of public 


and private spaces is 935. 


The study identified a need for employee parking guide- 
lines so that employees of downtown businesses refrain from 
parking downtown. It called for enforcement of reasonable 
parking limits, agreements with private lot owners and cre- 
ation of new onstreet parking areas. It also suggested that data 


continue to be collected.

Continued from I 
death. Since endurance 
athletes always experi- 
ence a normal heart en- 
largement, distinguish- 
ing between the two 
conditions is difficult. 

“That heart is what 
made him a great run- 
ner, and it is also prob- 
ably what killed him,” 
Joe Shay said. 

“Ryan got pneumo- 
nia when he was 14, 
and he had his chest x- 


rayed and that is when © 


we first became con- 
cerned, but we figured 


he was an athlete and it - 


was normal so we’d just 
watch it. At 16, he got 
in a car accident and 
had another x-ray. At 
that point we became 
very concerned and had 
Ryan do a treadmill 
test, but we couldn’t get 
the treadmill to max out 
his heart rate.” 

Dr. Zipes said that a 
full history and physi- 
cal should be per- 
formed to diagnose hy- 
pertrophic cardiomy- 
opathy, along with an 
electrocardiogram and 
heart echo test. How- 
ever, he said that these 
tests can sometimes 
produce false negatives 
-—— or make an athlete 
think he is healthy 
when in reality he is at 
risk. 

Ryan went through 
testing six months ago 
by doctors in Arizona, 
who cleared him for 
training and competi- 
tion. « 

“Ryan called me and 
said that he had another 
treadmill test and that 
he almost wore that one 
out too. He said the 
doctors just thought he 
might have to wear a 
pacemaker when he got 
older,” Joe Shay said. 
“We trusted the doctors 


and figured they knew.” 
Since Ryan’s death, 
Joe Shay has wondered 


_whether his son may 


have not been forth- 
coming about the sever- 
ity of his condition. Dr. 
Zipes said that an ath- 
lete may feel 
lightheaded or even 


’ blackout before the on- 


set of hypertrophic car- 
diomyopathy, but he 
also said that an athlete 
may not exhibit any 
symptoms at all, and 
that death can occur 
“out of the blue.” 

“I feel healthy, fit, 
and ready to race,” 
Ryan said in a phone in- 
terview with the Antrim 
County News on Thurs- 
day evening, less than 
40 hours before the start 
of the race. : 

Dr. Zipes said that the 
adrenaline rush of the 
Olympic Trials, the big- 
gest race of Ryan’s ca- 
reer, could have con- 
tributed to the onset of 
irregular heart patterns 
during the race. 

According to Dr. 
Zipes, the only guaran- 
teed way to test an ath- 
lete is to have him do a 
“deconditioning test,” 
where the athlete’s 
heart size will be mea- 
sured before and after 
the athlete goes through 
at least a month-long 
period of inactivity. 

“A normal heart will 
decrease in size,” Zipes 
said, “while an abnor- 
mal heart will stay in- 
creased.” 

It is not known 
whether a decondition- 
ing test was suggested 
in Ryan’s case, but 
given that Ryan was 
training for the Olym- 
pic Trials, it is unlikely 
that such a test would 
have been a favorable 
option. 


Zipes also said that 
Ryan’s parents and sib- 
lings could be tested to 
determine if Ryan had 
the genetic profile that 
causes hypertrophic 
cardiomyopathy. 

“Now that we know 
the genes that cause this 
condition, a thorough 

‘workshop and genetic 
screening would be 
worthwhile,” he said. 

Ryan’s sudden and 
tragic death has 
wounded many hearts, 


not only in Central: 


Lake, but across the 
country and even the 
world. 

Joe Shay said on 
Sunday night that 
Ryan’s death had been 
reported by at least 
1,100 different newspa- 
pers in places as varied 
as Australia, New 
Zealand and the Neth- 
erlands. 

“I’m just so amazed,” 
Joe Shay said. “I never 
realized the importance 
or impact Ryan had.” 

In addition to news- 
paper reports, Joe Shay 
received 450 emails on 
Sunday alone from 
people offering their 
condolences. 

“The mounds of car- 
ing people have made 
this difficult time won- 
derful to deal with,” he 
said. : 
Several of those car- 
ing individuals could be 
seen walking and jog- 
ging the Central Lake 
High School track on 
Sunday night, which 
had been lined with 
candle-lit luminaries as 
a memorial to Ryan. 

Current Trojan cross 
-country standouts 
Danielle Haydell and 
Kari Johnson were 
‘among those who came 
to remember Ryan. 
They said that Ryan 
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used to help them with 
their workouts and 
coach practice when 
Joe Shay could not be 
there. . 

“He (Ryan) was so 
inspiring,” Haydell 
said. “Coming from a 
small town, it was so 
cool to see someone 
achieve .such great 
things. You would see 
him in a magazine and 
think, ‘He went to my 
high school.’” 

Inspiring others is 
something that Ryan 
did especially well, 
even when he was-in 
high school. 

Central Lake Athletic 
Director Quinn Barry, 
who coached Ryan’s 


basketball team, re-_ 


members him as a 
fierce competitor, but 
also someone who 
cared about his friends 
and teammates and 
their success as well. 

“He hated to lose 
more than anyone I’ve 
ever seen,” Barry said. 
“But as he got older, he 
realized his talent and 
used it to encourage his 
teammates to achieve 
their personal bests as 
well.” — 

That competitive 
spirit did not diminish 
when Shay arrived at 
Notre Dame. 

“He (Ryan) was the 
most tenacious com- 


. petitor I’ve ever had the 


honor of working 
with,” Notre Dame 
head coach Joe Piane 
said. That’s saying a lot, 
considering that Piane 
just finished his 33rd 
cross country season at 
Notre Dame, making 
him the longest-tenured 
coach in the school’s 
history. 

“T’d say let’s do six 
times one mile, and 
Ryan would say ‘How

about we do eight?’ P'd 
want to give the team 
two minutes’ rest, and 
he’d say ‘How about 45 
seconds?” 

Piane also cited Ryan 
as having tremendous 
leadership. 

“He instilled a phe- 
nomenal work ethic in 
our team,” he said. “He 
expected himself to 
work hard, and he ex- 
pected everyone else to 
aswell, 

“He had an extremely 
positive effect that still 
carries over today.” 

Piane. said that Ryan 
changed the culture at 
Notre Dame. His work 
ethic rubbed off on the 


younger kids, who in| 


turn passed it on to in- 
coming underclassmen. 

“A bit of Ryan Shay 
is still with us and al- 
ways will be,” Piane 
said. 

Barry said that Ryan 
never lost touch with 
his roots, instead using 
his celebrity as an 
NCAA and U.S. run- 
ning champion to come 
and inspire Central 
Lake students. 

“Tf he had a chance to 
come to school, he al- 
ways would,” Barry 
said. “He’d call and ask 
if we wanted him to talk 
to a group of kids.

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County: Fix the COA 


In the year 2000, the Charlevoix County Commission on Aging - 
asked the voters to approve a senior millage. The voters responded 
with approval. In 2004, the Commission on Aging asked voters to 
approve a renewal of the millage for seniors and again, voters 
approved the added tax to their property taxes. 

For the past seven years, the county property owners have paid 
for the programs promised by the COA, believing that their hard- 
eamed money was assisting our senior citizens. 

But, much of it wasn’t. : : 

Instead, the board of the COA opened an investment account 
with the money. = 

That account has more than $1.5 million just sitting there while 
seniors have needs that are not being addressed. — 

When the COA asked taxpayers for funding, it was reasonable to 
think that the money raiséd would be used for today’s seniors. And 
even if every senior had their needs met, which they do not, it still 


_ is not being truthful to the public to put money away instead of into 


programs. 

This is the language the voters read on the ballot when they 
voted for the millage: : 

“This proposal will permit the County of Charlevoix to levy .4 
mill for the purpose of providing funds for the operation of 
existing programs and implementation of additional programs 
for the Commission on Aging in the years 2000-2003, inclusive. 

“Shall the limitation of the amount of taxes which may be 
imposed on taxable property in Charlevoix County, State of 
Michigan, be increased by .4 (4/10) mill 40 cents ($.40) per 
thousand dollars ($1,000) of taxable value for a period of four (4) 
years, 2000 through 2003 inclusive, for the purpose of support-.. 
ing existing and implementing additional Senior Citizen 
programs? If approved and levied in its entirety, it is estimated 
that the .4 (4/10) mill would raise an estimated $466,706 for the 
County when first, levied in 2000.” 

The commissions on aging of Cheboygan, Grand Traverse, 
Antrim, Otsego and Emmet counties have either small savings 
funds, $50,000 or under, or no savings fund at all. . 

If you ask the board and the director of Charlevoix County’s 
COA.why so much money is not being used, they will tell you it’s 
for the future in case it’s needed. We say use today’s millage for 
today’s seniors. If there is a need in the future, ask for a millage in 
the future. 

And the programs? There are some programs but not many 
seniors have benefitted from them. The COA has told some seniors 
that they don’t qualify. Others don’t even know there is a COA and 
what it is supposed to do. Some programs charge seniors for 
programs even though the seniors have limited income. 

For instance, the Adult Day Care program will provide a place 
for a senior to stay for a day or several hours, giving spouses or 
other caregivers time to-do other things, like maybe collapse in a 


chair. But the cost for a day is $50. Under certain criteria, that 


charge may be cut in half, but even at $25 a day, how many people 
can afford that? Snow or lawn services have a suggested payment 
of $15. 

With more than $1.5 million sitting in an account, why do seniors 


on a limited income need to pay anything? The reason seniors need ~ 


assistance is because they don’t have much money. An $800 or $900 
monthly social security check may cover utilities, groceries and a 
medication or two. God help them if they have a mortgage, rent or 
want the “luxury” of buying grandkids birthday presents. 

This mess has occurred under the direction of the COA board 
chair, Joan Blanchard, board member Margo Johnson and COA 
director Sue Bergmann. 

The Charlevoix County Board of Commissioners is responsible 
for the actions of the COA. The county commissioners need to 
place fixing the COA mess at the very top of its priority list.

Once, in an exuberant attempt to add 
an elegant touch to the table, I found a recipe for something called 
“champagne aspic” in a magazine. I followed the complicated 
directions verbatim and it was beautiful, if inedible. The pale, 
shimmering jellied concoction slipped from the mold like a 
champion and tasted like expensive feet. 

The year that I neglected to add sugar to the pumpkin pies was 
memorable. I discovered that one cannot successfully stir in the 
sugar after the pies are baked. I also learned just how important 
properly prepared pumpkin pie is to most people gathered at the 
Thanksgiving dinner table. 

My memories of holiday dinners as a child are warm, if a little

bean shot out of her nose and landed back on her plate amid it’s 


brethren. To us, it was like witnessing a miracle and the epitome of | 


high humor combined. We could not have been more amazed if 
she’d sprouted wings and flown around the room. Although the 
entertainment value was off the charts, I couldn’t eat green beans 
for the next 20 years. , 

My wonderful grandmother rarely seemed to sit and eat dinner 
with the rest of us. As a young wife and mother of five during the 
1920’s, she adhered to the fashion of that time and waited upon her 
family to the point of exhaustion. Wreathed in a cloud of Coty 
talcum powder and wearing a floral house dress that allowed her 
upper arms to swing freely, she refilled glasses, fetched more butter 
and smiled beatifically as her brood devoured the feast. 

It is her recipes that are the basis of our family’s holiday tradi- 
tions. The homemade breads and rolls topped with poppy seeds, the 
bird and the brown gravy are approximations of her originals. My 
grandfather’s favorite vegetable casserole, the yams with marsh- 
mallows and the pumpkin and pecan pies offer, not merely suste- 
nance, but a way to reconnect with the past. Every family has their 
own traditions. Every menu is unique. : 

My friend Suzy will be with us for Thanksgiving this year. She 
will bring the pumpkin pie (her chosen responsibility since my 
sugar-free version destroyed her confidence in my pie-making 
ability years ago) and a can of Hawaiian Fruit Punch. This bever- 
age was a staple at the kid’s table when she was growing up. She 
has to have it.
